Is It now? What Is It to heT How 
will the coming generations ob- 
serve the day.

It Is too soon to answer these 
questions. The World war Is yet 
too close to us. Though the fourth 
anniversary of November 11. 1018, Is at hand, 
many war wounds are not yet healed; many war 
hatreds not yet assuaged. Yet the succesa of the 
Washington conference for the limitation of arma- 
ments gives hope for the tnternatlonsllsm that 
does not destroy nationalism— hope of the ages. 

Do you remember the splendid words of Presi- 
dent Harding with which he opened that mo- 
mentous conference? Here are some of them 

they are worth reading again and r*>memberlng : 

"Gentlemen of the conference, the United States 
wolcomes you with unselflsh hands. We harbor 
no fears; we have no sordid ends to serve; we 
snspect no enemy; we contemplate or apprehend 
no conquests. Content with what we have, wo 
seek nothing which Is tnutlier's. We only wish to 
do with you that finer, nobler thing which no 
nation can do alone. 

"We wish to ilt with you at the fable of lnte^ 
national understanding and good will. 

“I do not mean surrendered rights, or nar- 
rowe«l freedom, or dt'nled aspirations, or Ignore*! 
national ne*’es8ltles. Our Heinbllc would no more 
ask for Ihcae than If w*>uld give. No pride need 
be humbled, no nationality submerged, but I 
would have a mergence of minds committing all 
of us to leas preparation for war and mure enj*>y- 
ment of fortunate |>eare. 

"I ran speak offlclally only for our United 
States. Our hundred millions frankly want less 
of animment and none of war. Wholly free from 
guile, sure In our own minds that we harbor no 
unworthy designs, ws accredit the world with the 
same good Intent,

PROFITEERING. 

An exhaustive probe by the United States Govern- 
ment bas developed that for many years a sptematic 
plan of profiteering has been carried on by the importeis 
and retailers. In some cases the profits amount to 2300 
per cent. The small retailers who buy from jobbers do 
not get in on this profiteering, 4s the middleman gets 
il before it gets to the small merchant, but the public ul- 
timately pays it. ' 

® The mail order houses are the chief profiteers be- 
cause they buy in large quantities and import 'direct. 
One article, as an example, is woman’s 16 inch 24 but- 
ton Hid gloves; they cost $1.20 after paying duty and 
cost of transportation. They retail at $6.60. And this 
is only a sample of the profiteering. The ^smaller retail 
merchants should obtain this document from ,the Govern- 
ment and try to find out why the prices are so high. It 
qeems that the elimination of the excessive middleman’s 
could be reached by co-operative bu^in^ by the small 
retailers. It would require an organization, bu .su.ee 
the government has shown that most of 'the artic.es of 
merchandise should be sold for less thafi hia|f of the pre- 
vailing prices it is up to the small retailer to protect the 
interests of himself and associates by learning who is 
responsible for the gross profiteering. '
